In the present.c&Se, ja 
filed a reply under 37 CFR 1J 11 on April 7, 2003 and a notice of allow^tice was maitel on 
January 9, 2006, No action under 35 U.S.C. 132 was mailed between April 7, 2003 ana Janttary, ; I § 
9, 2006. Thus, me period beginning on the day after the date that is four monihs aftet 
reply under 37 CFR 1.111 was riled and ending on the date of mailing of me notice oifja 
is 886 days (from August 7, 2003 to January 9, 2006). 
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Applicants farther note that the Patent Term Adjustment History on 
clearly erroneous hiasmuch as the reply of April 7, 2003 is not listed therein, although s^idicffy 
correctly appears in the Image File Wrapper.
